RAINFALL  AND  RUNOFF** 
By  Edgar  E.  Foster

Ihis  book  covers  concisely  the  science  of  hydrology  as  relates  to  rainfall  and 
runoff.     The  author  has  gathered  together  in  one  volume  developments  reported  dur- 
ing the  past  15  to  20  years  in  scattered  current  periodicals  and  publications  of 
engineering  and  technical  societies,   federal,   state  and. other  agencies  interested 
in  hydrologic  work.     He  has  also  laid  the  groundwork  for  applying  methods  of  sta- 
tistical analysis  in  hydrologic  practices. 

Relative  to  statistical  methods,  he  points  out  their  rapid  development  within  the 
past  several  decades  to  facilitate  research  in  many  other  fields,  as  business, 
agriculture,  and  biological  work.'   He  states  engineers  have  not  hesitated  to  utilize 
the  method  of  least  squares  for  adjusting  observations  in  giodesy  and  that  a  few 
engineers  have  adopted  the  methods  of  statistical  procedure  in  some  degree  to  de- 
termine flood  frequencies,  but  that  the  profession  as  a  whole  has  limited  itself 
to  a  few  empirical  processes  or  rules,  apparently  reluctant  to  adopt  fully  such 
methods  for  hydrology. 

In  gathering  together  these  hydrologic  developments  and  introducing  statistical  an- 
alysis as  a  working  tool  of  this  science,  the  author  hopes  to  "put  the  science  of 
hydrology  on  a  logical  basis,  by  eliminating  guesswork  as  much  as  possible,  by  set- 
ting limits  within  which  judgment  may  be  exercised  safely,  and  by  introducing  means 
of  measuring  the  numerous  variations  observed  in  the  occurrence  of  water  in  nature." 

She  book  contains  12  chapters  and  an  excellently  referenced  bibliography.  The 
first  chapter  deals  with  tho  general  subject  of  hydrology,  demands  on  water  re- 
sources, definition  of  terms,  and  treatment  of  hydrologic  data.     The  last  chapter 
touches  on  utilization  of  hydrologic  data  in  water  supply,  water  power,  irrigation, 
drainage,  and  flood  control.     Chapters  in  between  cover  atmospheric  moisture  and 
its  precipitation,  air  masses,   storms  producing  precipitation,   distribi; tion  of 
precipitation,  frequency  of  precipitation,   snow,  evaporation,  runoff,   floods,  and 
ground  water. 

This  book  is  well  worth  including  in  the  reference  library  of  any  engineer  dealing 
with  rainfall  runoff  problems.

By  and  large  Professor  Brown  has  been  rather  successful  in  his  attempt  to 
give  the  student  a  brief  and  general  picture  of  logging,  past  and  present, 
in  the  United  States  and  CanadaD     The  sections  on  tractor  logging,  end  on 
cable  loggings  the  latter  a  contribution  of  Professor  J,  Kenneth  Pierce  of 
the  University  of  Washington,  are  complete 0    Undue  emphasis  may  perhaps  have 
been  given  to  the  discussions  of  chutes  and  slides^  and  of  forest  railroads, 
methods  of  log  transportation  that  are  rapidly  becoming  obsolete,  Felling 
and  bucking  and  truck  hauling  may  not  have  received  their  share  of  attention.

I'm  a  gardener,  but  one  of  the  casual  ones,     I  can  take  gardening,  or  leave  it 
alone*     (This  year  it  was  mostly  the  latter.)    What  I'm    driving  at  is  that  I 
donTt  lose  sleep  reading  garden  books  and  seed  catalogs;  I  don't  spend  all 
summer  in  the  garden  and  all  winter  getting  ready  for  the  summer.    Yet  I  en- 
joyed this  book  very  much. 

I  don't  know  many  authors.     One  reason  for  reading  this  book  in  the  first  place 
v/as  that  I  had  met  Dr,  Beaumont  and  knew  him  casually,  being  a  fellow  member 
of  the  Southern  New  England  Chapter  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Society  of  America, 
of  which  he  is  president..    Now  I  feel  as  though  I  know  him  a  great  deal  better. 
He  isn:t  just  a  sober  scientist;  he  very  definitely  has  a  sense  of  humor.  Read 
his  comments  on  the  organic  gardeners  und  the  earth  worm  propagandists  if  you 
don't  believe  it. 

Another  interest  which  prompted  my  reading  was  the  conservation  angle,  which 
the  author  worked  into  the  title  of.  the  book.     I  was  curious  to  see  how  he 
would  handle  conservation  on  gardens  and  I  thought  it  rather  skillfully  done. 
We  find  considerable  interest  in  conservation  by  garden  clubs.     These  ladies 
can  find  here  not  only  information  for  use  in  their  gardens,  but  things  they 
should  know  as  consumers  about  soils  which  support  them  on  a  larger  scale* 
We've  mentioned  the. book,  along  with  other  reading  material,  a  number  of  times, 
and  hope  that  at  least  it  gets  into  club  libraries. 

Dr.  Beaumont  frankly  aims  his  bock  at  home  gardeners;  he  calls  them  "the 
largest  single  group  of  tillers  of  the  soil"    Kis  story  of  soils,  their  forma- 
tion and  characteristics,  seems  sufficiently  elementary  to  interest  the  non- 
technical reader a     He  indicates  that  soil  and  location  are  important  for  a 
garden*     The  controversy  between  the  advocates  of  organic  fertilizers  only  and 
those  who  believe  that  organic  matter  is  important  but  that  chemical  fertilizers 
are  useful,  too,  is  fairly  stated.     The  need  for  organic  matter  in  garden  soils 
is  stressed,  and  methods  of  obtaining  it  are  described;  he  says  that  a  gardener 
should  have  a  "sense  of  humus/1    How  to  improve,  till  and  fertilize  soils  are 
given  separate  cha  pters*     I  enjoyed  both  the  title  and  the  contents  of  the 
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section  called  "odds  and  ends."  The  final  chapter  'is  on  "Soil,  Vegetables  and 
Health."     It  should  be  read  by  everybody  who  likes  to  eat  -  and  who  doesn't?

This  is  one  of  the  better  books  on  organic  gardening,  or  "organiculture",  as  the 
author  calls  it.    He  is  evidently  better  informed  in  the  field  of  soils,  plant 
nutrition,  and  chemistry  than  are  many  writers  on  organic  gardening  who  are 
currently  flooding  the  market  with  books  and  magazine  articles  on  this  subject. 
The  author  in  this  book  writes  easily  and  interestingly  but  often  too  dogmati- 
cally.   At  times  he  is,  as  he  admits,  "highly  sarcastic." 

Like  many  of  his  fellow  travelers  along  the  road  of  organiculture  the  authors 
enthusiasm  for  his  subject  and  his  zeal  to  prove  a  point  have  caused  him  to  slip 
in  places  into  the  pitfall  of  starting  with  a  premise  of  assumption,  developing 
a  plausible  theory,  and  from  that  concluding  with  a  "clear  and  incontrovertible 
proof",  as  was  the  case  in  his  discussion  of  plant  health  and  soil  organic  matter. 
The  same  procedure  was  followed  in  his  attempt  to  prove  that  "fertilizers  are 
invariably  followed  by  disease =" 

Chapter  4,  on  antibiotics,  is  one  of  the  better  ones,  because  it  is  devoted 
largely  to  a  review  of  Dr3  Selman  A.  Waksmanrs  book  on  this     subject  and  con- 
tains Walt  Vn"hitmanTs  poem  cn  This  Compost.    Chapter  7,  on  insect  pests  is  weak 
because  if,  as  the  author  contends ,  insects  will  not  attack  organically  grown 
plants 5  whence  and  when  came  all  our  present  insect  pests?     Chemical  fertilizers 
have  been  used  only  a  little  more  than  100  years.     Chapter  11,  on  organiculture 
and    health,  is  disappointing,  being  devoted  largely  to  a  rehash  of  uncontrolled 
experiments  previously  reported  by  the  late  Sir  Albert  Howard.     However,  the 
author  is  not  as  dogmatic  in  this  field  as  seme  other  writers  have  been*,  Chapter 
12,  on  costs  of  making  compost  on  a  large  scale,  is  unconvincing,  because  raw 
materials  would  have  to  be  purchased  or  grown  on  many  farms,  or  the  labor  of 
collecting  them  from  waste  places  would  be  'Considerable. 

Chapter  13,  on  "Chemical  Fertilizers  -  Yes  or  No"  is  the  best  one  in  the  book. 
It  will  not  please  extreme  organiculturist s  because  in  it  the  author  admits  that 
the  question  of  the  advisability  of  using  chemical  fertilizers  is  still  an  open 
one.     He  properly  points  out  zhe  "appalling  loss  of  organic  fertilizing  values 
which  occurs  through  our  wasteful  methods  of  sewage  disposal;"  admits  that  some 
soils  are  naturally  deficient  in  certain  necessary  mineral  nutrients;  and  points 
out  the  fallacy  of  condemning  certain  chemical  fertilizers  as  "artificial."  This 
chapter  contains  other  good  points,  but  also  seme  which  are  only  half-truths  or 
in  the  realm  of  speculation.:
